THE CONSTITUTION 
Kings Mountain Baptist Association 

PREAMBLE: We, the messengers of Baptist Churches in the County 
of Cleveland, State of North Carolina, and territory adjacent thereto, do 
hereby propose to establish and maintain the order and rules of a district 
Association in conformity to the following plan. 

NAME 

ARTICLE 1: The name of the organization shall be the Kings 
Mountain Baptist Association. 

MEMBERSHIP 

ARTICLE 2: The Association shall be composed of Missionary Bap¬ 
tist Churches of Cleveland County and adjacent territory which are now 
members, and any other Missionary Baptist Churches which may here¬ 
after be admitted as herein provided. 

ARTICLE 3: Churches desiring membership in the Association shall 
apply to the Missions Council and if recommended by this Council and 
accepted by the Association shall agree to come under the watch care of 
the Association for a period of one year. At the end of one year upon 
recommendation of the Mission Council, membership within the Associa¬ 
tion of such churches shall be confirmed by vote of the Association. Dur¬ 
ing this period such churches shall be entitled to all rights and privileges 
of the Association except holding office and voting. 

ARTICLE 4: Each church shall annually elect messengers to the 
appointed meeting of the Association. Such messengers must be duly 
certified in the annual church letter to the Association, and appointed 
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on the following ratio: 

Two messengers (in addition to the pastor and retired ministers who 
are members of the congregation) for each Church having a member¬ 
ship not exceeding fifty, and one additional messenger for each increase 
of fifty or major fraction thereof, provided that the total number of 
messengers shall not exceed ten. 

In computing the total number of messengers allowed from any 
Church, the pastor and retired ministers who are members of said Church 
shall not be included. 


PURPOSE 

ARTICLE The puipose of this Association shall be to counsel 
together for the enlargement and strengthening of God’s Kingdom and 
for the promoting of unity and growth among the churches composing it. 
To this end the Association will cooperate with the North Carolina Bap¬ 
tist Sbate Convention and the Southern Baptist Convention and their 
agencies in the work of Missions, Christian Education, and Social Service. 


MEETINGS 


ARTICLE 6: “The Association shall meet annually on Thursday 
after the third Sunday in October and continue until the business of 
the Association is disposed of.” 

The place of meeting shall be determined at tl^e previous session. 


OFFICERS 


ARTICLE 7: The officers of the Association shall be a Moderator 
Vice-Moderator, Clerk-Treasurer, and Historian. These shall be elected 
annually by the Association at its annual meeting and shall hold office 
until their successors are elected. 


DUTIES OF OFFICERS 

ARTICLE 8: It shall be the duty of the Moderator: 

(1) ^ adv ance of the annual meeting, to communicate with the 
host churches requesting that they appoint from their church 
membership a committee on enrollment. 

(2) To open the meetings punctually at the appointed time. 

f3) T° appoint a committee on committees in the opening session 
to serve for the following associational year. 

<4) T° enforce the rules >’ t0 Preserve order; and to exercise all the 
pierogatives of a presiding officer according to the principles 
of established parliamentary usage. 

ARTICLE 9: It shall be the duty of the Vice-Moderator to discharge 
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the duties of the Moderator in his absence, and to be Chairman of the 
Association Calendar Committee and Chairman of the Committee on 
Order of Business. 

ARTICLE 10: It shall be the duty of the Historian to collect and 
put in some durable form all facts of particular interest about each of the 
member churches and report at the annual session of the Association. 

ARTICLE 11: It shall be the duty of the Clerk-Treasurer: 

(1) To keep an accurate record of the proceedings of the Asso¬ 
ciation. 

(2) To superintend the printing and distribution of the minutes. 

(3) To keep on file the printed minutes and other important 
documents belonging to the Association. 

(4) To receive and pay over to the proper parties all the money 
contributed directly to the Association. 

(5) To make an annual report concerning such to the Association. 

For his services he shall be paid annually an amount recommended 
by the Finance Committee and approved by the Association. 

COMMITTEES AND THEIR DUTIES 

ARTICLE 12: The committees of the Association shall be divided 
into three categories, and shall be composed of members from our churches. 
SECTION A. Those appointed in advance of the annual meeting: 

1 a Committee on Enrollment appointed as prescribed in Article 8, 
and any others which the Moderator may deem advisable or 

necessary. 

SECTION B. Those named to report at the annual meeting fol¬ 
lowing the one at which they were appointed. 

1 A Committee on Committees, consisting of five messengers, ap¬ 
pointed as prescilbed in Article 8. It shall be the duty of this 
committee to appoint the following committees which shall report 
at the next annual meeting of the Association. 

(a) Committee on Place and Preacher, consisting of three members, 
the duty of which shall be to recommend to the Association 
churches at which the next session shall meet and preachers 
that will preach at the next session. In the event of a church 
having to rescind its invitation or a preacher’s being unable to 
deliver a designated sermon due to sickness, death, or other pro¬ 
vidential circumstances, or his removal from a church in the 
Association, this committee will make provision for such substi¬ 
tution as may be necessary subject to the approval of the Gen¬ 
eral Board. 
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(b) A Committee on Resolutions, consisting of three members, the 
duty of which shall be to draw up and present to the Associa¬ 
tion suitable resolutions of appreciation and expression on sen¬ 
timents on any matter chosen by the committee or referred to it 
by the Association. 

(c) A Committee on Order of Business, which shall consist of five 
members including the Vice-Moderator who shall be chairman. It 
shall be the duty of this committee to report a suggested order of 
business as soon as feasible after the opening of the Association. 
When adopted, its report shall become the order of the Association 
and cannot be changed except by majority of the body. 

(d) A Committee on Nominations, consisting of five members: 

(1) A Committee on Nominations, consisting of five members, the 
duty of which shall be to nominate a Sunday School Superinten¬ 
dent, a Training Union Director, a Brotherhood President and a 
Chairman of Music. These nine persons shall then form one 
committee and nominate all officers of the Sunday School, Train¬ 
ing Union, Brotherhood, Music and Education Organization and 
Members of the Missions Council. 

(2) This committee shall also make recommendations to the Gen¬ 
eral Board of the Association for members of the General Board 
of Noith Caiolina Baptist State Convention when vacancies occur. 
The General Board will then send its recommendations to the 
Committee on Boards of the Baptist State Convention of North 
Carolina. 

(3) This Committee shall also nominate an Ordination Advisory 
Committee, consisting of five members, the duty of which shall 
be to examine all candidates for ordination who shall be referred 
to it by churches of the Association. Upon concluding such ex¬ 
amination, this Committee shall notify the church requesting the 
examination as to the results thereof and shall make a full re¬ 
port concerning the same at the next meeting of the General 
Board. 

(4) It shall also nominate the Committee of Evangelism, consisting 
of five members, the duty of which shall be to devise plans 
whereby evangelism will be promoted throughout the churches 
of the Association. It shall also nominate any other committees 
which the Association in session may authorize. 

(e) A Committee of Trustees, consisting of three members, the duty of 
which shall be to hold in trust any property, money, endowment, 
or other securities of said Association. 

(f > An Auditing Committee, consisting of three members, the duty 
which shall be to audit the Clerk-Treasurer’s books annually and 
report to the Association. 
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(g) The House and Grounds Committee for the Baptist Center c onsist- 
ing of three members, the duties of which shall be to make recom¬ 
mendations concerning the upkeep and repair of the home of the 
associational missionary to the General Board as such needs maj' 
arise, and to put into effect any recommendations concerning such 
which may be authorized by the Geneial Boaid. 

Nominations by the Committee shall not preclude nominations fiom 
the floor. 

The Chairman of each of these committees, with the exception of the 
committee on Order of Business, will be designated by the committee on 

committees. 

SECTION C. An Associational Calendar Committee to be composed of 
Vice-Moderator, as Chairman, Superintendent of Missions, Sunday School 
Superintendent, W. M. U. Superintendent, Brotherhood President, Train¬ 
ing Union Director, Music Director and Librarian. 

When a member of a committee or a general officei of the Baptist 
Training Union, Sunday School, Brotherhood, Music Education Com¬ 
mittee, or tne Associational Missions Council moves out of the Associa¬ 
tion or moves his or her memoership from a coopeiating m.ssionaiy Bap¬ 
tist Church of tne Association, he thereby relinquishes his committee mem¬ 
bership or office, as the case may be. The vacancy thus created will 
be fined by the standing Committee on Nominations designated at the 
previous associational meeting. 


THE GENERAL BOARD 

ARTICLE 13: At each annual session a General Board shall be 
appointed by the Association, which shall consist of the general officers 
of the body together with the Superintendent of Missions, Superintendent 
of Sunday School, Director of the Baptist Training Union, President of 
the Woman’s Missionary Union, President of the Brotherhood, President 
of Gardner-Webb College, members of the Associational Missions Coun¬ 
cil, the pastor of each church composing the Association, retired minis¬ 
ters residing in and belonging to a church of the Association, and two 
members from each church, which members shall be nominated by the 
church and approved by the Association. 

ARTICLE 14: This board shall hold meetings monthly at 10 o’clock 
on Monday after third Sunday in each month, or when called by Modera¬ 
tor, and shall exercise the functions and discharge the duties usually 
committed to an executive board or committee. The purpose and plan 
of this General Board in all its meetings shall be to promote the interest 
and carry forward the work of the Association and of its constituent 
churches as this work is outlined in Article 5. The General Board shall 
act for the Association between sessions except as specifically limited by 
the constitution. 
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ARTICLE 15: In case of emergency the General Board may select 
a time and place and arrange for a special business session of the Asso¬ 
ciation; provided that the business of such extra session shall be limited 
to the object for which it was convened, and the membership of such 
special business session shall be made up of the messengers elected by 
the churches and accredited to the previous regular session. 

THE MISSIONS COUNCIL 

ARTICLE 16: The Association shall elect annually an Associational 
Missions Council composed of sixteen members. 

ARTICLE 17: Said Council shall meet at least three times annually. 
The first meeting shall be convened by the Moderator within ten days 
following the annual associational meeting at which the council was 
elected. At the first meeting a Chairman, Vice-Chairman, and Secretary 
shall be selected and the council shall divide itself into such committees 
as seem necessary to provide a well rounded and worthy associational 
missions program and emphasis. It shall have at least the following 
committees: 

(1) Administration and Finance. This committee shall have general 
oversight of the work of the Superintendent of Missions and shall 
report to the Association in Annual Session and to the General 
Board as deemed necessary by the Committee. In case of a vacan¬ 
cy occurring in the office of associational Superintendent of Mis¬ 
sions, this committee shall bring recommendations to the General 
Board as to replacement. This committee shall also make an 
associational budget to be presented to the Association providing 
for financing the work for the coming year. 

(2) Missionary Planning. This committee shall survey communities 
in need of Baptist work and ministry; seek to enlist churches 
to sponsor work in such communities; give guidance and assis¬ 
tance in proper location and organization of new Baptist work; 
provide information for and make recommendations to the Asso¬ 
ciation to missionary needs which might be met by cooperative 
efforts; provide information to the State Mission Board which 
might be helpful in meeting missionary needs; consult with 
churches anticipating membership in the Association and make 
recommendations to the Association in matters of this kind; and 
to review requests coming from churches for loans and church 
assistance funds, as to their validity. 

(3) Institutional and Interracial. This committee shall seek to enlist 
churches to have a worthy part in ministry to folks in our public 
institutions, and to be of service as friend and brother in Christ 
to people among us of other races. 

RULES OF ORDER 

RULE 1. The business session of the Association shall be opened and 
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closed with prayer. 

RULE 2: All officers shall complete their work as soon as piac- 

ticable after the closing of the session. The newly elected officeis shall 
assume, at the close of the session, all duties incumbent upon said offi¬ 
cers relating to the work of the ensuing associational year. 

RULE 3’ Every report, resolution, or amendment offeied to the 
Association shall be submitted in writing if requested by the Moderator. 

RULE 4: No person shall speak more than twice on the same sub¬ 
ject, except by the permission of the Association. 

RULE 5: Messengers present from one-half of the churches shall 
constitute a quorum. 

RULE 6- AH questions shall be decided by majority vote of the 
members present except changes in the constitution, which shall require 
two-thirds vote of those present. Proposed changes must be presented 
to the Association the first day it is in session and voted on the second 

day. 

RULE 7: All questions of order not herein provided for shall be de¬ 
cided by general parliamentary laws by Kerfoot. 

RULE 8: The term of office of the moderator shall be limited to two 

years. 


CONFESSIONS OF FAITH 

1. We believe the Scripture of the Old and New Testament to be a 
divinely inspired revelation from God. 


2 We accept the New Testament alone as revealing the only plan of 
salvation and as the final authority in all matters of church policy and 


practice. 

3 We believe Jesus Christ as revealed in the New Testament to be 
the Son of God and the divine Saviour of all who truly accept Him as 

such. 


4 We believe in the personality of the Holy Spirit, and in His abid¬ 
ing presence with the spirit of all the elect of God, in His quickening 
presence with the spirit of the unregenerate moving to repentance and 
faith in His witnessing presence with the spirit of the regenerate, in His 
comforting and guidance throughout life, in His sustaining presence in the 
experience of death, and in His continuing presence in the life to come. 

5 We believe salvation is attained through spiritual regeneration in 
the act of repentance and acceptance of Jesus as Savioui. 

6 sincere spiritual redemption was made available by the death, 
burial and resurrection of Jesus, we believe that every regenerate person 
should symbolize his own salvation by being buried with Him in baptism. 
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7. We believe that a local church modeled after the New Testament 
order is a company of regenerate persons voluntarily joined together for 
the purpose of extending God’s Kingdom on earth. 

8. We believe that each church should from time to time, as a con¬ 
gregation, celebrate the Lord’s Supper as a memorial to Him. 

9. We believe in the ultimate triumph of God’s Kingdom over all 
opposing powers, and that every regenerate soul shall have a share in 
that triumph.

PROCEEDINGS OF THE 113TH SESSION OF THE 
KINGS MOUNTAIN BAPTIST ASSOCIATION 

1. On October 23, 1963, messengers from the churches of the Asso¬ 
ciation gathered at the New Hope Church in Earl and the 113th Annual 
Session of the Association was called to order at 9:15 A. M. by the Moder¬ 
ator, E. M. Smith, pastor of the Dover Church in Shelby. Prior to the 
opening of the session an organ prelude of 15 minutes was conducted by 
Mrs. Dennis Larkins. 

2. Allen Jolley, Minister of Music at the First Baptist Church, Kings 
Mountain, and accompanied by Mrs. Dennis Larkins at the piano, led the 
singing of the hymn “This Is My Father’s World.” 

3. Devotional was led by Grover Splawn, pastor of Piedmont Church, 
Kings Mountain, who read Romans 12:1-5 after which he led in prayer. 

4. Rev. Lawrence Roberts announced that about 200 messengers had 
enrolled and made a motion that these and others who will register con¬ 
stitute the 113th session of the Kings Mountain Baptist Association. A 
second was heard and the Association was duly constituted. 

5. B. L. Raines, Chairman of the Program Committee, presented the 
suggested program which emphasized the Baptist Jubilee Advance with the 
following changes or additions: 

A. That time be allotted for C.R.O.P. 

B. That time be allotted for the Associational Librarian’s report. 

C. That the name of Rev. Donald Callahan be changed to Rev. Ray¬ 
mond Needham to preach the Missionary Sermon. He moved that 
it be accepted. Roland Leath seconded the motion and the pro¬ 
gram was adopted as the order of service. 
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6. Host church pastor, Don Goff, welcomed the messengeis on behalf 
of the Grover group of churches who are sponsoring the meeting. 

7. Lawrence Roberts was named chairman of the Nominating Com¬ 
mittee with the following committee members: Fred Crisp, Hugh Bordeis, 
Wayne Ashe, and W. W. Willingham. 

8. A quartet composed of Hubert Huneycutt, Allen Jolley, Morris Jor¬ 
dan, and Roland Leath presented special music. They sang Be Still and 

Know.” 

9. The Inspirational Message was brought by Leonard Thomas, pastor 
of the Highland Church, Shelby. Taking his text from Hebrews 11:1-6 he 
preached on God’s encouragement to Feeble Faith. 

10. Following the message Allen Jolley with Mrs. Larkins at the piano 
led the hymn “Praise Him, Praise Him.” 

11. The Sunday School report was given by Rev. W. V. Tarlton, Asso- 
ciational Sunday School Superintendent. He reported a drop of 179 in 
Sunday School enrolment over the past year. He gave the following as 

possible reasons: 

A. Week-end vacations the year round 

B. Rotating shifts in our industrial plants 

C. Many Baptists are leaving the county and are being replaced by 
people of other faiths 

He suggested a remedy: 

A. A real rededication of Christians 

B. We must give a cordial welcome to newcomers in the area 

C. That real Bible teaching be carried out in our Sunday Schools 

D. Mass evangelism be carried out 

12 Charles Summey. pastor at Elizabeth Church, spoke briefly on the 
Sunday School report and emphasized the local group training schools. The 
Book “A Church Organized and Functioning” was recommended. The 
Sunday School report was adopted. 

13 The Training Union report was given by Don Goff who moved 
its adoption He called attention to the books listed in Category 18 of the 
Church study courses and urged then study. The report was then adopted. 

14 The W. M. U. report was given by Mrs. C. D. Forney, who moved 
its adoption She introduced Mrs. W. E. McSwain, a member of Poplar 
Springs, who is the newly elected Assocational W. M. U. leader. The re- 

port was adopted. 

15 The Brotherhood report was presented by Mi-. J. C. Bissette, Asso- 
ciational Brotherhood President. He pointed out the vast potential of the 
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men in the Association and in the words of the hymn he urged, “Rise Up 
O Men of God.” 

16. The Associational Historian, Dr. W. Wyan Washburn, gave his 
report and moved its adoption. He reported that microfilming of the 
records and historical documents of the churches in the Association is be¬ 
ing done; stating that one copy of all films would be preserved in a fire¬ 
proof vault at Gardner-Webb College. His report was adopted. 

17. The Associational Music report was offered by Allen Jolley who 
called attention to the regional choir festivals. He asked that more 
churches enter the regional festivals. His report was adopted. 

18. The Superintendent of Evangelism, James Stamey, called atten¬ 
tion to his report as found in the Advanced Book of Reports and moved 
its adoption. He called attention to the decline in baptisms and by a 
question and answer panel with Wilson Padgett and Bill Kincaid he 
discussed the Jubilee Simultaneous Revivals to be held March 29-April 12. 
The report was approved. 

19. The Associational Librarian, Mrs. A. L. Calton, moved the adop¬ 
tion of her report as found in the book of reports and then introduced 
Johnny Cabaniss, a sophomore at Shelby High, who spoke on, “I appre¬ 
ciate our Church Library.” The report was adopted. A display of books 
was placed adjacent to the pulpit stand and an invitation was extended 
for messengers to come by and view the selection. 

20. Moderator, E. M. Smith, recognized visitors and asked if any 
were present from our convention agencies that they stand. Professor 
John E. Williams and student Bob Yelton, from Shelby were here to rep¬ 
resent Wake Forest College. The new Pastors, who have come to the 
Association since the last session were given as follows: Joe Belcher, Flint 
Hill; Cline Borders, New Bethel; George Dowd, Putnam Memorial; Alfred 
Edney, Wallace Grove; Kenneth Gibson, Polkville; George Leigh, New 
Camp Creek; Eugene Passmore, Peach Street; Charles C. Pearson, Mid¬ 
view, Max Pendleton, Plains View; Richard Plyler, Patterson Grove; 
William Shytle, Allen Memorial; Max Burgin, Union. 

21. Lawrence Roberts, Chairman of the Committee on Committees 
presented the following: 

A. Place and Preacher Committee: Wilson Harmon, Chairman, Mrs. 

B. Austell, and Rev. Boyd Cannon. He moved their election and 
the vote was unanimous. 

B. Committee on Resolutions: Rev. Hamlin Cathey, Chairman, Mrs. 

A. B. Wood, Mrs. George Julian. The committee was duly 
elected. 

C. At this time he gave a brief report on C. R. O. P. (Christian 
Rural Overseas Program). 

22. In the absence of Attorney Joe Mauney, Chairman of the Com- 
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mittee on the Constitution, Lawrence Roberts read the text of the sug¬ 
gested changes to the messengers as listed in the Book of Reports. He 
reminded us that the presentation was for information only as require 
in the constitution and would not be ready for adoption until the sec¬ 


ond day. 

93 The General Board report was given by the Clerk, Rev. Leroy 
Sisk" who moved its adoption. The report contained action of the Gen¬ 
eral Board during the year, the budget for the coming year the treasur¬ 
er’s report, receipts and disbursements, and the auditoi s lepoit. These 

were adopted as presented. 

24. Allen Jolley led the messengers in singing the hymn “O For A 
Thousand Tongues.” 

25. Rev. Don Goff came with the announcements and instructions 


concerning the noon meal. The following churches in the Grover group 
assisted the New Hope church in serving delicious boxed lunches: Allen 
MemOTial^Midview, New Buffalo, Bethlehem, Bethany, Grover First, Love 
Valley, Patterson Springs, Pleasant Hill, and Victoiy. 

26 Special music was again presented by the quartet—Allen Jolley 
Hubert Huneycutt, Morris Jordan, and Roland Leath. They sang, “Blessed 

Is He That Readeth.” 

27 The Associational superintendent of Missions, Rev. C. O. Greene, 
cave his report as found in the Advanced Book of Reports. He also 
presented the proposed calendar which was adopted as piesented. In 
Ss message to the Association he spoke on “The Work of Association* 
Missions” in which he made the following points: 


A. He cited some confused concepts and misunderstanding of the 
meaning of “Association” and its constituents. 

B He cited some historical facts and functions of Baptist Associa- 
tions throughout the years. 


C He pointed out that churches who belong to Baptist Associations, 
although autonomous, should assume the concept of “Freedom 
With Responsibility.” 


D He suggested that some decline had come about because we have 
already* lost a sense of specific mission and purpose. 

E He discussed “why” we are organized into associations and what 
the functions should be. 

F He gave his own concept of his job as Superintendent of Missions 
and stated that his deepest concern for each church was “To 
help your church find the will of God for you and do it.” 

28 The Superintendent of Missions adjourned the morning ses¬ 
sion with prayer and also asked the Lord’s Blessing upon the food which 

had been prepared. 
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Thursday Afternoon Session 

Mrs. Dennis Larkins played a Piano Prelude 

29. Special music was presented by a quartet composed of James 

Hutson, Allen Jolley, Hubert Huneycutt, and Morris Jordan. They sang 
“Only Trusting Jesus.” 

30. With Vice-moderator, B. L. Raines, presiding, the afternoon 
session continued with Rev. Marion DuBose, pastor of the Kings Moun¬ 
tain Church, bringing the Doctrinal Sermon “Saved by Grace.” His 
text was Ephesians 2:8-10. Three words were emphasized: Grace, Sal¬ 
vation and Faith. 

31. The hymn, “I Love Thee” was led by Allen Jolley. 

32. Rev. Wilson Harmon, Chairman of the Place and Preacher 
Committee, announced that his committee would appreciate any invita¬ 
tion for a place of meeting next year. 

33. Dr. E. Eugene Poston, president of Gardner-Webb College pre¬ 
sented the report on Christian Education as found in the Book of Re¬ 
ports. He moved its adoption. In his spoken report he emphasized: 

A. That Christian Education begins in the home. 

B. Must be conducted in the churches. 

C. And taught in our colleges (not merely religion but the Bible). 

His report was adopted. 

34. Dr. Williams from Wake Forest College was introduced and 
was given a brief period in which to address the messengers. He spoxe 
on the trustee proposal which will be coming before the state conven¬ 
tion in November. 

35. Rev. George Julian, Kings Mountain Second, gave the report on 
the Baptist Hospital as found in the Book of Reports and moved its 
adoption. He introduced Chaplain Ben Patrick from the Baptist Hos¬ 
pital in Winston-Salem who spoke to the report. He cited the ministry 
of the Hospital as being both to the physical and to the spiritual welfare 
of its patients. The report was adopted. 

36. The report on the Baptist Children’s Home was presented as 
found in the Book of Reports and a motion was heard for its adoption. 
Mi’. Vernon Sparrow, Representative of the Children’s Homes, spoke on 
the report. He emphasized the importance of the Thanksgiving offer¬ 
ing stating that 30% of the children are cared for by this means. The 
report was approved. 

37. The report on the Homes for the Aging was given by Mr. Walter 
Davis who made a motion to its adoption. He then introduced Mr. Wil¬ 
liam A. Poole, Representative of the Homes for the Aging. He stated 
that the area of the Kings Mountain Association has a resident in each 
of the homes except the Hamilton Home. Brother Davis came again to 
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express his desire to see a Baptist Homes for the Aging considered in our 
own area. The report was adopted. 


38. Rev. James Hutson, presented the report on the Biblical Re 
corder and introduced Roger Branch, Assistant to the Editor of the Re 
corder, who spoke on the report. It was adopted. 


39. A special message in song was given by Hubert Huneycutt. He 
sang “A Wonderful Savior Is Jesus My Lord. 

40 The Representative from the State Convention, Richard Smith, 
Sunday School Department, brought the closing message of the first day. 
He used Leviticus 25:10 as a text and spoke of our opportunities m 
reaching military personnel, work in North Dakota, Seminary Extension 
work work along the vacation areas of the coast, work among language 
groups (the Japanese alone being 10,000) and the ministry of Jerry Potter, 

Minister to the deaf. 


41. Moderator E. M. Smith asked for a motion to adjourn and Rev 
Jesse Blalock closed the session in prayer. 


Friday Morning Session 

42. The session was called to order by the Moderator E. M. Smith 
after a piano prelude by Mrs. Dennis Larkins. 

43. Two hymns, led by Allen Jolley, were sung: “Draw Me Nearer” 
and “In Christ There is No East or West. 

44 Rev Raymond Needham, pastor of the Lawndale Church, sub¬ 
stituting for Rev. Donald Callahan, brought the Missionary Message. Acts 
1:8-12 and 2:42-47 was used as the text and the topic of his message was 

“The Foundation for Missions.” 

45. The following items of business were presented: 

A The Chairman of the Committee on Place and Preacher, Wilson 
Harmon, was called upon for his report, but he asked for a delay 
reportings since the committee was not yet ready. 

B B L Raines, Chairman of the Nominating Committee gave the 
messengers a*list of nominations for the various areas of respon¬ 
sibility He made a motion that they be elected and there was 

no opposition. 

C The Chairman of the Place and Preacher Committee, Wilson Har¬ 
mon, presented the following speakers for the next year’s meet¬ 
ing:' Inspiration Sermon, Dr. A. B. Wood, Westview Church, 
Shelby; Doctrinal Sermon, Rev. Don Goff, pastor of New Hope 
Church; Missionary Message by Rev. C. A. Kirby, Jr., pastor of 
the Double Springs Church. 

The place of the 1964 Annual Associational Meeting was not yet 
decided upon and a delay until the first General Board meeting 
was requested. The report was unanimously approved. 
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D. Rev. Hamlin Cathey, Chairman of the Committee on Resolutions, 
presented resolutions of commendation to Don Goff and the mem¬ 
bers of the New Hope Church as well as the participating churches 
of the Grover group; to Rev. C. O. Greene, Associational Superin¬ 
tendent of Missions, and to his staff for their faithful work; to 
the pastors who and music directors who participated in the an¬ 
nual meeting; to news media for coverage of the meeting; to 
Mrs. Larkins, pianist; to Dr. Poston on his clear stand on Chris¬ 
tian Education; and he offered welcome to new pastors in the 
Association. A resolution was offered, in the light of decreasing 
baptisms and other signs of spiritual decline and indifference 
that we need a call to prayer and a renewed committal to God. 

46. The time for business having run out a motion was heard that 
15 m.nutes be granted for further items of business. The motion was 
adopted. 

47. James Hutson, Chairman of the Resolutions Committee during 
the last year, came with a resolution of commendation to the retiring 
Clerk-Treasurer, Lawrence Roberts. The text of the resolution and a 

picture of Rev. Roberts will appear elsewhere in the 1963-64 minutes. The 
resolution was unanimously passed. 

48. Chairman of the Constitution Committee, Joe Mauney, referred 
to the proposed changes in the constitution as read on the previous day 
and moved its adoption. There was no opposition. 

| 

49. Nomination was in order for the Moderator for the Association 
foi the coming year. James Stamey placed John Lawrence, pastor of 
First Church Shelby in nomination. Other nominations were called for 
and Lawrence Roberts placed B. L. Raines, pastor of First Church, Kings 
Mountain in nomination. There were no other nominations and Brother 
Raines withdrew his name in favor of John Lawrence. At this time Rev. 
Jesse Blalock stated that the custom has been to elect the vice-moderator 
as moderator and suggested that Brother Raines be reconsidered. C. A. 
Kiiby leminded the messengers that John Lawrence served as vice¬ 
moderator during the 1961-62 year. Lawrence Roberts withdrew his nomi¬ 
nation of Brother Raines and John Lawrence was unanimously elected. 

50. Nomination for Vice-moderator was in order and Rev. James 

Holder, pastor at Oak Grove placed in nomination Rev. Aaron Phipps, 

pastor of the Buffalo Church. Rev. C. A. Kirby placed in nomination Rev. 

B. L. Raines and Oscar Funderburke nominated James Holder. Rev. Phipps 

asked that his name be withdrawn. C. A. Kirby offered to withdraw B. L. 

Raines and the two names, Rev. Aaron Phipps and James Holder remained 

to be voted upon. The Moderator asked for a standing vote—first for 

James Holder then for Aaron Phipps. James Holder was elected by majority 
vote. 

51. . Nomination was called for the Clerk-Treasurer. W. V. Tarlton 
placed in nomination Rev. Leroy Sisk, pastor of Churchill Drive, Shelby. 
There were no other nominations and Rev. Sisk was unanimously elected. 
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52 Nominations was in order for the Associational Histoiian. Di. 
Wyan Washburn was again nominated and was elected by unanimous vote. 

53 E. M. Smith expressed appreciation to the Association foi the 
opportunity of having served as moderator for the past two years. He 
offered thanks to C. O. Greene, and to the vice-moderators who served 
with him, Rev. John Lawrence and Rev. B. L. Raines. Rev. Smith then 
presented the gavel to John Lawrence the newly elected moderator. 

54 C A Kirby, Jr., made a motion that the business peiiod be ex¬ 
tended for 5 more minutes. The motion was approved. 

55 Fred Crisp, pastor of Grover First Church, stated that due to the 
changes in the constitution and due to better modes of travel that he 
wanted to offer a motion that the host church or churches of the Annual 
Associational meetings in the future be responsible for supplying one meal 
omy—for the first day. This motion was adopted without opposition. 

56 Chairman of the Nominating Committee, Lawience Robeits, 
named the following committees (found elsewhere in the minutes): The 
Committee on Trustees; the Committee on Auditing; the Committee on 
House and Grounds; Transportation Committee; Historical Committee; 
Region VIII Camp Committee; Committee on Order of Business; Com¬ 
mittee on Nominations; and Committee on Committees. The suggestion 
was made that the Constitution Committee be continued and to be con¬ 
sidered a permanent Committee as there is need for further study and 
possible change. This item with the other committees were adopted. 

57. Mrs. Lowery Austell presented the report on memorials in which 
she stated that 204 members of our churches had passed to their eternal 
reward. Among these were three ministers, J. A. Brock, J. W. Suttle, and 
B F Austin. During the report quiet music was heard in the background 
and Rev. John Lawrence closed the report by singing the hymn “How 

Great Thou Art.” 

58 The Moderator introduced visitors among whom was Rev. and 
Mrs W. P. Biggerstaff, retired, who recently moved into the county and 
Rev C E. Crawford of the Pilot Mountain Association. 

59 The hymn “All Hail the Power of Jesus Name” was led by Morris 
Jordan. 

60 Rev Forrest Teague presented the report on Home Missions and 
moved its adoption. He called attention to the opportunities of work 
among the Cuban Refugees, after which he introduced Rev. A. B. Bum¬ 
garner pastor of the Spencer Church, Spindale, who spoke on the work 
of the' Home Mission Board in the mid and northwest section of our 
country including Alaska, He pleaded for prayer and support for work in 
these areas. The report was adopted. 

61 Allen Jolley presented the Gardner-Webb Choir, Mrs. Robert 
Gidney, director. The choir sang the following numbers: “Bless The Lord 
O My Soul.” “Create In Me A Clean Heart,” “God of Grace and God of 
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Glory,” “Think On These Things,” “Send Forth Thy Spirit.” 

62. Rev. W. W. Willingham presented the Foreign Mission Report as 
found in the Book of Reports and moved its adoption. He stated that 247 
missionaries had been appointed recently bringing the total to 1792 and 
that by the end of the year it is expected that more than 1,800 missionaries 
would be serving in at least 53 countries. 

63. Bringing the message on the Foreign Mission Report was Rev. 
Douglas Aldrich, pastor of First Church, Gastonia. He used for his text 
Micah 4 and preached on “The Gospel of Peace for Multitudes yet in Tur¬ 
moil.” The Foreign Mission report was duly adopted. 

64. The Moderator E. M. Smith declared the 113th Annual As- 
sociational meeting adjourned and asked Rev. B. L. Raines to offer the 
closing prayer.

WOMAN’S MISSIONARY UNION 

article I 


NAME 

The name of this organization shall be Woman’s Missionary Union, 
Auxiliary to Kings Mountain Baptist Association. 

article II 


OBJECT 

The object shall be to promote Christian missions through the organ¬ 
izations of Woman’s Missionary Union in the churches and missions of 
the Kings Mountain Baptist Association. 

ARTICLE III 

relationships 

Section 1. Woman’s Missionary Union, Auxiliary to Kings Mountain 
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Baptist Association, shall be the liaison organization between church or¬ 
ganizations and the N. C. Woman’s Missionary Union. 

Section 2. This associational Union shall recognize the autonomy of 

church organizations as provided in the Baptist democratic process of 
operation. 

Section 3. Church organizations shall be recognized as units through 
which the object of this Woman’s Missionary Union is accomplished, 

each responsible for its own program, and contributing to the work of the 
association. 

Section 4. This associational Union shall be guided in its plan of 
work by the associational Aims for Advancement. 

ARTICLE IV 

MEMBERS 

The members of Woman’s Missionary Union organizations in the 
churches and missions of the Kings Mountain Baptist Association shall 
constitute the membership. 


ARTICLE V 

OFFICERS 

Section 1. The officers shall be a President, Vice-President, Record¬ 
ing Secretary, Treasurer, YWA Director, GA Director, Sunbeam Band 
Director, and others as needed. These officers shall be elected annually 
in a meeting of the associational WMU and shall hold office for one year 
or until their successors are elected. The tenure of office shall be 5 
consecutive years. 

Section 2. These officers shall perform the duties set out for them 
in these By-Laws and the leaflet, “The Associational WMU.” 

ARTICLE VI 

NOMINATIONS AND ELECTIONS 

Section 1. The nominating committee composed of 5 women shall be

Section 1. Day and/or night Associational WMU meetings (includ-

ARTICLE VIII 


EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE 

Section 1. The Executive Committee shall be composed of the officers, 
promotional directors and any others desired. 

Section 2 The Executive Committee shall schedule the legulai meet¬ 
ings of the organizations, plan the program of activities, hear reports 
and check progress on the Aims for Advancement. 

Section 3. Regular meetings of the Executive Committee shall be 
held quarterly.

Section 1. There shall be directors of mission study, prayer, com¬ 
munity missions, stewardship, and others as needed. 

Section 2 These directors shall furnish information for correspond¬ 
ing local chairmen, hold conferences, and carry out other plans as 
authorized by the Executive Committee. 

ARTICLE X 


COMMITTEES 


section 1 There shall be committees standing or special as needed. 
Section 2. Committees, except those otherwise provided for, shall

HOME MISSION REPORT 1963 

close of 1962, the Home Mission Board of the Southern Baptist 
rnnvention °had 2,078 missionaries, a gain of 117 during the year. Five 
hundred and ninety-five students served in summer work under the 
" ,. direction. Home missionaries are now serving in every state in 

th union- and in Cuba, Panama, and the Canal Zone. During 1962 the 
® reC eived $3,127,156 from the Cooperative Program; $2,891,184 from 
the Annie Armstrong Offering; and $194,408 from designations. The 1982 
. Armstrong Offering was especially fine with an increase of $338,- 
112 over 1961. North Carolina contributed a total of $264,816.67 to the 
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Annie Armstrong offering in 1962 with the Kings Mountain Association’s 
contribution totaling $11,608. 

The total program of the Home Mission Board is moving at an ac¬ 
celerated pace with more than eighty different ministries. We are con¬ 
tinuing to pi ay especially for work in Cuba where all churches remain 
open and mission work continues. “Never have Southern Baptists had a 
gieatei challenge for missions in the homeland than they have today.

REPORT OF SOUTH MOUNTAIN BAPTIST 

CAMP FOR 1963 


The history of South Mountain Baptist Camp that has been made 
during the summer of 1963 is full of many thrills. It has been thrilling 
to see the great number of campers who have attended from week to 

week. Counting the staff of 17 each week, there were 1,360 who attended 

our camps this summer. Many visited the camps on Wednesday nights. 

Up to 150 visited some weeks. 

The attendance of the camps by associations are as follows: Catawba 
River-298 Gaston-263, Green River-46, Kings Mountain-164, Sandy 
Run—202, ’ South Pork—47, South Yadkin—97, South Mountain—66, 
Theron Rankin—53, and the conference for the Deaf—67. 

It was thrilling and fascinating to see the conference for the deaf, 

which was conducted by Rev. Jerry Potter. It was thrilling to see 667 

making then- way to the altar to make a decision for Christ. It was 
thriUing to hear 102 of them say, “I want to accept Jesus as my Saviour-.” 
It was thrilling to hear the testimony of hundreds of boys, girls, and 
their counselors. They said, “We have surely felt the presence of God.” 
It was thrilling to award hundreds of honor and star camper awards. 
Much work was done by the campers to earn these awaids. 

Attendance at our R. A. and G. A. camps nearly doubled this year. 
Two two-story cabins were completed enough to use tjiis summer. Also, 
a cement block restroom was built. These additional buildings and added 
water supply enabled us to take care of the overflow crowds. The new 
parking lot and the improvement on the road was a great help. 

Many groups that had never been to our camp were well pleased and 
will be coming back. There is increased interest in all of the associa¬ 
tions. In view of this, we should have at least 1,800 attending next year. 
We are planning two additional camps next year. This will make a total 
of 5 R A and 5 G. A. camps. At least one Youth Retreat will be held 

next season. 

The camp will be available for pastors’ luncheon meetings, Brother¬ 
hood suppers, etc. We have the promise of a phone at the camp by mid- 
October. There is a possibility of a swimming pool by next season. 

We did real well financially this year. We took care of construction 
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and improvement bills totaling $843.34 and it looks like we will be able 
to transfer $1,000.00 into the general fund. A complete financial state¬ 
ment will be prepared as soon as possible. 

The money on hand is not nearly enough to make the necessary im¬ 
provements to get us ready for a busy season next year. It is hoped 
that all of our Region 8 Associations and many more of our churches will 
put us in their budget so that our ministry to the Youth of our Land 
will be greatly increased.

REPORT ON BAPTIST CHILDREN’S HOMES 1963 

More children were served by the Baptist Children’s Homes of North 
Carolina last year than ever before in history. This was made possible 
by the interest, prayers and giving of North Carolina Baptists and other 
friends. We are indeed grateful for every remembrance—the Thanksgiving 
offerings, once-a-month offerings, Cooperative Program gifts, food, cloth¬ 
ing and other things. Without these we could not provide the many serv¬ 
ices to children and families which we do. 

The physical, mental, social and spiritual growth and development 
of our children has been most gratifying. North Carolina Baptists have 
every reason to rejoice with the very fine response of these boys and girls 
to the Christian love and care afforded them. Members of an already 
fine and capable staff continue to grow in their love for children and 
their ability to work effectively with them. 

We have been reminded for several years of a growing need for 
specialized services for an increasing number of children who suffer 
emotional illness. We are happy to report that these services are being 
provided a limited number of children in a small home at Chapel Hill 
in cooperation with the University Medical Center. They are receiving 
the best professional, medical help that can be provided. We are most 
fortunate to have this facility. It will strengthen greatly our entire pro¬ 
gram of child care. 

We are compelled to keep our pressing needs before you. Applica¬ 
tions for the admission of children are increasing. Relatives, pastors, 
friends of dependent children, departments of public welfare and others 
plead with the leadership of the Homes daily for help. A familiar plea 
is, “Unless you can help this child, there is no hope for him.” We lay 
upon your hearts three areas of need. 


1. An immediate increase in the number of children in good Chris¬ 
tian foster homes in all areas of the state. 
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2. Continuous expansion and up-grading of facilities to enable the 
Homes to keep abreast of the best in child care. 


3. An increase in financial support to undergird and strengthen the 
entire program. 

A generous Thanksgiving offering is a must! Without it we cannot 
maintain what we now have in progress. We would challenge Pastors, 
Sunday School Superintendents and church leaders to make the best 
preparation possible for the forthcoming offering. Giving for the care of 
dependent children affords one of our greatest joys in Christian service.

REPORT ON NORTH CAROLINA BAPTIST 
HOMES FOR THE AGING 

God has blessed the ministry of our North Carolina Baptist Homes in 
a wondeiful manner during the twelve years of our operation, and the 
past year has been filled with His goodness. 

We are now able to serve 160 residents in our four Baptist Homes— 
The Hayes Home and Resthaven in Winston-Salem; the Albemarle Home 
at Albemarle, and the Hamilton Home at Hamilton. 

In June of 1962, the doors of the lovely new Hamilton Home were 
opened to the first residents, and the halls have been ringing with the 
laughter and the happiness of the residents there since. Thi°s beautiful 
facility has greatly lengthened and strengthened the arm of our total 
ministry, and has already brought much joy to our Baptist people in 
Eastern Noith Carolina. Wb aie looking forward to the day in the future 
when the arm of compassion can be extended to reach and serve more 
of our aging people in Western North Carolina. 

The gieatest single need is foi more space continually. Today there 
are 160 people waiting for admission, from all areas of our great State, 
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and it is a heartbreaking experience to keep these dear people waiting 
who so urgently need to come. 


The average age among our residents is 80. Our youngest lesident is 
65, and our oldest resident will be 102 in July. Between this age span, 
we are seeking to meet almost every conceivable life need of the in¬ 
dividual. Each person, in an atmosphere that is distinctly Christian, is 
surrounded by love, peace, and security. Perhaps one of the greatest 
single contributions that is made is the nursing care that is given in the 
event of illness The resident is assured that he will receive tender lov¬ 
ing care in sickness as well as in health. Years are literally added to the 
life of a person in our care, we feel. 


The tie with our Baptist people and our Bapt:st Churches is a blessed 
one indeed We are continually dependent upon the prayers, the visits, 
the loving'concern, and the financial support of the people. The two 
most vital media of support from the churches are the Special Day Of¬ 
ferings received on the third Sunday of February each year, and the 
Homes’' share in the Cooperative Program. Inasmuch as we receive only 
1 3/10% of the State Convention’s share of the Cooperative Program or 
$7 92 out of each $1,000.00 contributed through the Cooperative Piogiam, 
Z sC iLTZ continue to Me to the Specie! D.y otferingo tor the 
greater part of our support from the churches. 

North Carolina Baptists have given a good account of their steward- 
shin in their ministry to the aging during these years of a wonderful 
beginning, and we have the faith to believe that they will continue to 
move forward in this great area of human concern.

biblical recorder report 

In 1830 when North Carolina Baptists were organized, Thomas Mere¬ 
dith was appointed by the convention to send out a letter stating its pur- 
nose in this letter he said, “the convention was organized for the pur- 
nose' primarily, of giving the Gospel to North Carolina, and then to all 
F° world” The constitution of our convention states that its mam 
nm-nose is' “the promotion of missions, Christian education, social service 
and the distribution of sound Christian literature. To this end the 
Biblical Recorder was founded in 1833. For 130 years, it has worked to¬ 
ward the goal of serving the people of North Carolina. 

At nresent there are 78,084 copies of the Recorder being sent to North 
Carolinians every week. Of this number 2,548 copies come to the churches 
of the Kings Mountain Baptist Association. 20 of our churches have the 

Recorder in their budget. 
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There are three ways that the Recorder can come to you. One is 
the single subscription which costs $3.00 a year. Two is the Club Plan 
which is for four (4) or more subscriptions to the same church. The cost 
of this plan is $2.50 a year. Three is the Every-Family Plan which is 
one subscription to every resident family in the church at $2.00 a year. 

We Baptists believe that Sunday School work can be done better 
with the literature that is provided by the Sunday School Board. We 
believe the same whether it be Training Union, Brotherhood, Woman’s 
Missionary Union or Church Music. And I am equally convinced that 
North Carolina Baptists are better informed when they receive the journal 
of Baptist work in North Carolina which is the Biblical Recorder. For 
through the Recorder information is gained, inspiration is transmitted 
and enlistment becomes a possibility. 

I realize that literature of any kind is expensive and that our churches 
spend a few dollars too many each quarter for literature. I also know 
that there is never enough money for everything in a Baptist Church. 
So we must have a priority list. On the priority list in our church the 
Recorder stands high. I personally believe that sending the Recorder 
is an investment in the lives of my people. I recommend the same to 
you.

The 
executive board, in costumes of 1888, presented the Anniversary goals. A 
choius of Gills Auxiliaiy members sang, and Mrs. Gordon Maddry brougnt 
an inspiring message on world missions. 

At the annual meeting, in April, the W. M. U. history of our Kings 
Mountain Association was featured. All past presidents were honored. 

The afternoon piogiam was given over to Girl’s Auxiliary in celebration 
and emphasis of their 50th Anniversary. 

W. M. U. woiked with othei associational organizations in planning 
a joint program during World Missions Week, April 22-26. Dr. L. C. 
Smith, Nigeria, gave an interesting program. 

The Girl’s Auxiliary received further attention in June when a tea 
was held in their honor. This was in the parlor of First Church, Shelby, 
and all G. A.’s in the Association were invited. The annual G. A. camp 
was at South Mountain Region Eight Camp in July, it was well attended, 
and the girls and counselors reported an inspiring week. 

It has been a good year financially. We were able to increase all

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REPORT OF THE GENERAL BOARD 

The General Board met for its first meeting of the church year at 
the First Baptist Church, Shelby, on October 8, 1962, with Rev. John 
Lawrence bringing a thought provoking message entitled “How Well Do 
You Know Christ?” New Board members and new pastors were recog¬ 
nized and welcomed to the Board. Subsequent meetings of the year were 
held on Monday following the third Sunday of each month. 

In the October meeting B. L. Kincaid, Secretary of the Pastor’s Con¬ 
ference, announced that plans had been made with Gardner-Webb Col¬ 
lege officials to have “Gardner-Webb Day” in the churches of our As¬ 
sociation, as discussed in a previous meeting. The purpose of such em¬ 
phasis would be to give ministerial students opportunity to preach and 
also to keep an awareness of our college among oui chuiches. 

In the November meeting Brother Lawrence Roberts, after having- 
served faithfully for 17 years in the capacity of Associational Clerk- 
Treasurer, offered his resignation, effective February 1, 1963. 

A committee of 3, B. L. Raines, Chairman, Oscar Funderburke, and 
C A Kirby, Jr., was appointed to secure a new Clerk-Treasurer. In the 
same meeting an application to the N. C. State Mission Board for pastoral 
aid in the amount of $1,000.00 for the Westview Baptist Church was ap¬ 
proved Also approved was an application for ministerial scholarship aid 
from Gardner-Webb College for student James E. Sams, of the Flint Hill 

Church. 

In the following meeting the General Board approved a request for 
aid in purchasing a lot for the Westview Church in the amount of $2,500.00 
to the General Board of the North Carolina State Convention. The re¬ 
tiring Clerk-Treasurer offered words of gratitude for the privilege of hav¬ 
ing served the Association for 17 years. In turn Vice-Moderator, B. L. 
Raines, expressed appreciation to Brother Roberts for his faithful service 
through the years, and the Board gave a standing vote of thanks to him. 
A motion was heard and approved that the Resolution Committee pre¬ 
pare an expression of appreciation to Brother Roberts, and that it also 
be printed in the 1963 minutes. Desiring to convey appreciation in yet 
another way, the Board approved a motion to make a financial contribu¬ 
tion of $275.00 toward the purchase of a new car. B. L. Raines, Chair¬ 
man of the special committee appointed to seek a new Clerk-Treasurer 
offered the nomination of Rev. Leroy Sisk, Pastor of the Churchill Drive 
Baptist Church. He was duly elected. 

An application from Gardner-Webb College for ministerial scholar¬ 
ship aid for E. Leonard Thomas, Jr. was approved by the Board in its 
March meeting. Mr. Abrams from Gardner-Webb announced that the 
College welcomed the idea of a “Gardner-Webb College Day” in the 
churches of the Association, and after some discussion, May 5th was set 

aside for that emphasis. 
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A pleasant surprise came in the April meeting as James Holder, 
Chahman of the Missions Council presented a motion that our Superin¬ 
tendent of Missions, C. O. Greene, be granted a leave of absence from 
August 25, 1963, through October 5, 1963, for the purpose of making a trip 
to Em’ope. The motion was heartily approved.
